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Fixed Cost's Can't Be Sidetracked 

Shortly after ."the' termination of price controls, 
the head of an organization of food processors said 
that the effect on i rood coats to the housewife would 
be "nil." He added, "There will be certain adjust- 
ments, because of the mismanagement of the office 
of price stabilization .... What the housewife gains 
on meat she'll lose on coffee — and there are similar 
instances all along the tine." 

He then went on to explain why it is expected 
that there will be tittle or no overall change In 
prices. Since 1939, 05 per cent of the increase that 
has taken place in the retail price of food Is due to 
higher taxes and other unavoidable costs. 

Furthermore, he said, there has been no per 
capita increase in labor productivity since 1946, and 
since wage increases have not been offset 'by greater 
productivity they have been paid for in other ways- 
including higher prices to the consumer, a lower 
share of the consumer dollar to farmers, and lower 
profits to the enterprises involved. 

Those who still blame the people who arc en- 
gaged in producing and selling commodities for 
high prices should -rea'd' that over. Neither pro- 
ducers nor retai lets', can do much about the high fixed 
costs that characterize the operation of businV% to- 
day.

Moreover, the American coal industry's great 
production record hasn't been made at the expense 
of labor. The American miner receives wages end 
other benefits that would seem fantastic to the min- 
ers in England or any other coal-producing nation 

abroad.
